and immediately reported out. It was 
the general understanding that in the 
measure to be drafted the cash fea- 
ture, if retained, would be made so 
much less attractive than the other 
features that there would be small 
demand for it. 


' Washington, Mar. 1.—Elimination 
T)f the cash feature of the soldiers' 
bonus virtually was agreed upon to- 
day by Republican members of the 
house ways and means committee. 
"Chairman Fordney announced that a 
special sub-committee of six had been 
named by unanimous agreement to 
"work out some plan that would not 
entail any large draftt, on the federal 
treasury within the next two years."

Returns Must be in Hands of 


Collector or Deputy 


Income tax returns for the calendar 


year 1921 must be in the hands of the 
collector of internal revenue or a 
deputy on or before mjunisUt of March 
15, it 18 announced by Gunder Olson, 
collector of internal revenue for the 
district of North Dakota. 


In exceptional cases, such as ill- 


ness or the absence of a taxpayer 
from home, an extension of not to 


exceed 30 days may be secured, in the 
disjretion of the collector. Applica- 
tion for such delay must be made be- 
fc:e March 15. In the event that it 
is impossible for any reason to make 
a return within the 30-day extension, 
an appeal for fuither extension of 
time must be made to the lommis- 
MOU of internal revenue u.t Washing- 
ion, D. C.

SAVED HER LIFE 


ON APRIL 27TH 


Has Been Many Years in Course 


of Construction at Base of 


Capitol in Washington 


GRANT WAS BORN IN 1822 


Patriotic Exercises Will Be Held 


In AH Schools and Churches 


of the U. S. That Day 


Washington, March 1—The one hun- 


dredth anniversary of the birth of 
Ulysses S. Urant will be observed 
throughout the country on April 27. 


President Harding has promised to 
speak at the unveiling ot a tablet at 
th> groat union general's bTrtEp' 
Point Pleasant, Ohio, and on the same 
day the Grant Memorial which has 
been so many years in course of con- 
struction at the base of the capitol in 
Washington will ba dedicated with. 
suitable ceremonies. 
The movement for the hundredth 


birthday anniversary celebration was 
set in motion at the fifty-fifth national 
encampment <of the Grand Army of 
the Republic at Indianapolis last Sep-. 
(ember. An 
executive 
committee 


headed by Colonel Thomas S. Hop- 
kins ot Washington was appointed by 
Lewis S. Pitcher, commander-in-chief 
and a national committee of arrange- 
ments was created. It is headed by 
President Hani Ing as honorary chair- 
mail. Among the bjonorary rice chair- 
men are -Vice-president Coolidge, 
Speaker Gillette, Chief Justice Taft, 
Secretaries Weeks and Denby, Gen- 
eral Pershing, Senators Nelson and 
Warren, Representatives Osborne and 
Yafes, Governors Davis of Ohio and 
Miller of New York and the head of 
women's organizations related to the 
Grand Army as well as General Miles, 
Commander-in-chief of the Loyal Le- 
gion and Hanford MacNider, national 
commander of the American Legion. 


The nature and scope of the cele- 
bration is indicated in the following 
from the resolution adopted at the 
Grand Army encampment in Indian- 
apolis, which recommended: 
"That the National Government be 
requested to take appropriate action 
for the observance of the anniversary 
and tbe congress of the United 'States 
take such measures as may be neces- 
sary to assure, the dedication of the 
Grant Memorial at Washington ion the 
27th of April next. This action on 
the part of congress we deem of first 
importance. 


Governors to Cooperate 


"That the state legislature, gover- 
nors of the several states and munici- 
pal officers be urged to take suitable 
action to bring to the attention of the 
people, the great lessons taught by 
Genoral Grant's steadfast adherance tot 
his country's cause in the time of se- 
verest trial, and tRat all institutions 
of learning throughput the land be 
invited to celebrate the notable event, 
sio that the deep embodiment of Gen- 
eral Grant's life, service and character 
in the thought and conscience of his 
contemporaries may be fastened with 
transforming power upon the minds 
of the youth of the present generation. 
"That special commemorative ser- 


vice's be held at Point Pleasant, Ohio, 
the place of his birth, and at River- 
side, New York, the place of 
his 
burial. 


"That patriotic exercises be held 


on that day in the 
schools and 
churches of the land, that the memor- 
able occasion may not pass without 
leaving deep and abiding impressions 
upon the hearts of the 
young, and 
strength.n the faith of those who be- 
lieve in the God of our- Fathers and 
in the priceless bcpn of civil and re- 
ligious liberty. Your committee fur- 
ther recommends that the incoming 
Commander-in chief 'be authorized to 
formulate a program or order of ex- 
ercises for the use of Flosts on that 
occasion, and that all members of the 
Grand Army of the Republic, in so far 
as they may be able, shall participate 
in some simple yet direct way in hon- 
oring the memory ot 'Ulysses S. 
Grant 
"That all patriotic, societies and or- 


ganizations representing the several 
wars in which the United States has 
at any time participated, be requested 
tp unite in the celebration of the an- 
niversary, and that the Women's Re- 
lief Corps, Auxiliary to the Grand 
Army of the Republic, the Ladies ot 
the Grand Army ot tbe Republic, and 
all orders allied to the Grand Army 
of the Republic, be Invited to jojn with, 
us in honoring the memory ot Gen- 
eral Grant." 


Another Memorial Dedicated 


The memorial in the Botanical Gar- 
den at the foot of the capitol, which 
will be dedicated simultaneously with 
the exercises of General Grant's birth- 
place at Point Pleasant, Ohio, was. 
conceived by and erected with funds 
gathered by tbe surviving veterans of 
the army of Tennessee.

Aftsr retiring from, 
the presidency in 1877 he was for a 
time less in the public eye, but he still 
was a favorite. His unfortunate busi- 
ness venture some years later excited 
the sympathy and concerns ot his 
friends. 
It was known that he was 


reduced almost te> poverty. Then fol- 
lowed his' illness from the dread dis- 
ease of which so little is known even 
now. 


Grant Completed His Work 
When Grant b,2gan the preparation 
cf his memoirs, he was ill. It became 
known he was hoping that, when pub- 
lished, the two volumes wiould yield 
a competence for his family. His suf- 
ferings increased as the work went on, 
(and at last, it became a race between 
him and death, while- mankind watch- 
ed and waited in anxiety for the re- 
sult. Grant conquere'd, for he lived 
to complete the work. That accom- 
plished, he welcomed the relief from 
his sufferings that scion came. 
That was nearly thirty-seven years 
ago. 
Other wars have intervened, 
great national and international prob 
terns have arisen and commanded the

Grant-have not figured so prominently 
with tbe people as they did forty or 
fifty years aga. 
But during the more than half a 


century those veterans who served un- 
der him and who. loved him, have 
! never wavered in their devotion to his 
memory. The veterans of the Civil 
War are fast disappearing. In a few 
years there will be none left. But old 
and feeble though they be, the men- 
tion of the name of their leader still 
stirs their martial spirit and awakens 
Hand memories.

Winona Wilcox Says They 


Often Divide Our Being 


(Letters to Lovers)

'Ballads of dreamland belong to all 


literatures. The liebestraum or dream 
of lovs is a universal musical motif. 


From his dreams, primitive man in- 


vented ghosts and other weird super- 
stitions; and although, with the pass- 
ing centuries.' he grew wise, he con- 
tinued tp misinterpret his dreams. 


Only occasonally did a skeptic sus- 


poet that dreams are not visions or 
prophecies. 
Very few agreed with 


Montaigne when he wrote: 


"I b?lieve that dreams'are the> true 


interpre.ers /at our inclinations; but 
there is art required to sort and un- 
derstand them." 


The Fre-nch essayist died in 1592. 


Xot until 1901 was his theory proved 
right. Freud discovered that the sub- 
conscious mind-as it works in dreams 
actually does interpret our inclina- 
tions and indicate or betray our se- 
cret desires. 


Most /of the latter, Freud says, are 


concerned with lore. With this basis 
he interprets ' human behavior, bat 
many scientists place love as tho sec- 
ond of the dominating human urges. 


Now most student^ of the mind be- 


Have that there shonld be a wider 
education as to the instincts behind 
human behavior. Certainly the truth 
abaut dreams is due to the girl who 
writes thus: 


"A city bred girl, I never lived In 


the country until I was 20. While, 
spending a vacation on a farm I met 
a man 10 years my senior. He made 
love so violently* that 'I mistook it 
for the real thing and married him. 


"That was the mistake ot my Hfe, 


for back in my home city I had left 
a man whom I never have forgotten. 


"The 
man fias never 
married. 


Friends write that he is always In- 
quiring about me. 


"I have been a good girt and a, good 


wife; nevertheless my thoughts, torn 
constantly to that man. I dream that 
I am back home with him and t feel 
fior him a tenderness which has never 
cnme to me in my actual experience 
of my waking life. 


"Our small home is crowded with 


my husband's people. My life is most 
urihappy. 


"I sometimes wonder if my dreams 


can mean anything, 
if 
they 
hold 


some promise of a happier future?" 


Here rfs a perfect example of the 


human habit of interpreting a dream 
of love as a promise of what is to 
be when it is only a betrayal of what 
one most desires. 
. The girl's letter, shows how sleep 
and dreams can become ajefuge. She 
is wretched, »her husbario's relatives 
increase her misery, and so she slips 
away, night after 
night, 
into 
her 


dream world, to find there her sole 
comfSensatio'n for the sorrows of her 
day. 


Unfortunately, there's a penalty for 


this indulgence. Of dreams, Byron 
wrote, "They take a weight from off 
our souls." And so this girl finds it. 
•But th° poet adds, "They do divide 
our being." 


And that is the penalty to be paid 


for romantic and sentimental indul- 
gence in the liebestraum. 
Dreams of 


love often divide our being, lead us 
nowhere, and ail we urtd*take is 
half done.

tepresenting «he early days as oppos- 
ed to the- winters of 1910-11 to 191920. 
Five months of each year are con- 
sidered—^November, December, Jan- 
uary, February and March. 
They 


show that the average temperature 
for the winters of the earlier decade 
was 11.78 degress above zero while 
the last decade was 15.98; precipita- 
t'ion, formerly .SOT Inches monthly— 
recently .653 monthly; wind velocity 
averaged 10.37 miles per hour in the 
olden days and only 9.13 miles per 
hour during the last ten years,
